the pictures of the ingenious brothers and coeval artiſts, 


Abraham and Thomas Simon. Their firſt ſetting out in art, 
or-from whom they had their rudiments, like many other

- Upon ſome account, or the offer of ſome opportu- 
nity, he. went to Sweden, and there by his art, and ingenuity 
in modelling in wax the portraits of ſeveral noted and 


eminent perſons, he obtained the favour of Queen Chr7 ting, 


and attended in her court as a gentleman of her retinue. 
There he ſo ingratiated himſelf, that in conſideration of 
his ſervices and 'merit, ſhe preſented him with a golden 
chain and medal; which he commonly wore. That Queen

was a curious collector of the works of art in taining; 
ſculpture, &c. from Italy, and ether parts of Europe; and 
he was one of her principal agents; for, when ſhe went to 
viſit the Court of France, Simon was in her train. As he 
was a man of ſmall ſtature; of a primitive philofophic 
aſpect, always wearing his hair and beard; according to the 
mode of his anceſtors, the Seri odd adventure 4] 
pened to him there. 


Lewis XIII. was then kin g of. France. When Queen Cbri/- 
tina went to the royal chapel, Simon, being of her retinue, 
placed himſelf in a gallery within view of the King, in 

order to model his picture in wax, according to his man- 
ner of working. During this operation, the King, re- 
marking how buſy he was, and the oddneſs of the man, 
did not know what he was about; but ordered one of the 
captains of the guard to take him into cuſtody, till he could 
underſtand who he was, and what he was doing. The 
next morning, the King was told that he was an artiſt, 
and attendant on the Queen of Smeeden. Being ordered to 
appear before the King, he was aſked ſeveral queſtions, 
and being ſtrictly examined, he boldly ſaid to the King; 
Sire, What art afraid of, to ſee a man, with his own hair, 
and a beard; which the King your father would have been 
aſbamed to have been ſeen publickly without, for fear of be- 
ing thought a boy, or no wiſe man? Finding himſelf little 
employed, after the Queen left Sweden, he went to Hol- 
Jand, and refided there ſome time. But his countenance 
and habit, conſtantly wearing boots and ſpurs, with his 
long ſword en cavalier, made him every where remark- 
able, and to ſome people ridiculous. |

About this time, he been acquainted with ſeveral 


0 Seedifh gentlemen ſent to England from that court, whoſe 


portraits he modelled; as he did alſo. thoſe of ſome 
Hollanders, embaſſadors from the States; as that of old 
De Joachim, &c. before- mentioned, ſo much approved of. 


At the Reſtoration of King Charles and the Royal Family, 


he, with many others, returned to England ; Where he 


ſoon got recommended to the court, and to the King; 


to whom he was well known for his skill and merit, 
no leſs than for the Wee of his figure, and his 


cynical humour, 


On this great turn of affairs, he was employed to make 
medals in his way; there being then on foot the intention 
in honour of many ſignal loyaliſts to eſtabliſh an Order 
of the Roya Oak, as was before obſerved; the King 
ſat for his picture to be modelled on that occaſion by 
him; which being completely finiſhed in gold, the king 


gratified him with the reward of an hundred Broad Pieces. 


It was his chief employment to model the faces of eminent 
perſons; and for the likeneſs or  reſetablance his talent was 
much eſteemed. 

Some time after, he was alſo employed to model * 


portrait of his Majeſty” s brother, the Duke of York, 
the ſame manner as he had done the King's; which when 


he had performed in wax, an enquiry was made, what re- 


ward he expected? he anſwered an hundred Pieces, as his 


+ Majeſty had given him. But it being reported, that the 


Duke intended to give him only fifty, Simon, pretending 


that ſomething was further to be done, for the improvement 


thereof, got the model into his own hands again, and 


ſqueezing it tozether, entirely defaced it. This raſh and 


contemptuons 
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contemptuous action loſt him all wer at court among 
perſons of honour and diſtinction, and little more of his 
works were afterwards ſeen. Thus diſregarded and de- 
ſpiſed, he waſted the remainder of his days in obſcurity 
and want; ſtill retaining the antique habit and appearance, 
pride and poverty, before deſcribed, till ſome years after 
the Revolution, when he died. That affectation tempted 
ſeveral eminent painters, in his life-time,-to draw his pic- 
ture. This medal of his own portrait is engraved from 
a model of his own making in wax, in the collection 
of Sir Hans Sloane. Further reports of greater uncer- 
tainty are omitted, for fear of being . tedious, I wiſh 
I could be more particular about his brother, who died 

ſo many years before him. | 
Thomas. Simon is conſtantly 8 to have been born in 
Yorkſhire; but in what part, or what town, I could never 
be aſcertained... Nor at this day have we any better au- 
thority to depend upon relative to his firſt inducements or Ins, | 
ſtructions in the art, than the tradition, that his natural genius 
recommended him to the notice of Nicholas Briot, engraver 
of the mint to Charles I. when he was ordered to go to, 
Edinburgh to engrave ſome dyes for medals and coins, 
in the year 1633. In his way thither through 77 or k/bire, 
or in his return, he met with, and took Simon under tuition. 
Afterwards, when Sir Edward Harley was made maſter- 
worker of the mint, he preferred him to be one of the 
engravers there. The firſt ſpecimen of Simon's curious 
works in ſeal-graving which I have ſeen, with 7. S. the 
initial letters of his name, is that Broad Seal, for the 
Admiralty, with his Majeſty's 8 royal ſhip, when Algernon 
Piercy, earl of Northumberland, was made lord high admi- 
ral, in 1636, which ſeal, for its curioſity, was much 
admired,

admired. After Briot returned to France, in 1 646, Simon 
ſucceeded him as chief engraver of the Mint. Between the 
time of his graving that Admiralty Seal, and the King's 
death, other works and ſeals were alſo doubtleſs performed 
by him; hut for imitating the Royal Seal for the uſe of the 
Parliament he incurred his Majeſty's diſpleaſure.” However, 
continuing in his office, the Parliament employed him, to 
engrave their firſt Great Seal in 1648; repreſenting the 
Houſe of Commons fitting, c. as in Plate II: beſides other 


Seals for the publick offices; of which ſee the Journals of the 


Houſe of Commons. Some few ſmall Medals of Ee and 
Fairfax, and the oval Medal upon O/tver's victory at Dunbar 


in 1650, appearing to be done by him, it preferred him 


to the favour of Cromwell, who employed him to- grave other 
medals, and alſo his curious milled crown,” half crown, and 
ſhillings, with ſome gold pieces, in the years 1656 * and

1658, when his Patron Oliver died. Continuing ſtill in his 


Bfice, he was emplbyed to make the Great Seal for Richard 


Cromwell, and thoſe for the uſe of the Commonwealth; 
in 1659. Being ſettled in that employment at the Reſ- 
toration, he was found neceſſary to make ſome remarkable 


Medals upon that momentous occaſion; and the Coronation 


Medal, with the Great Seals, and others, as here engraved 
and repreſented, tilt the Roezzers got into his employment 
in the Mint in 1662, which occaſioned the conteſt between 
* thoſe eminent artiſts. and him, and produced the next year 
that ſingular maſter-piece of art, his Tr/a/-prece, with the 
petition or appeal to his Majeſty for redreis. All that 
is to be further ſaid of him, will appear in the deſcrip- 
tion of Plate XXXVII.

; PLATE XXXVIII. Th medal certainly was not the work of 
T. Simon. It muſt be confidered rather as a prophetic than a reſtoration 
medal, and is ſuppoſed to: be done ſoon after the prince was obliged to fly 
this country. It was probably very pleaſing to the King, as it was evidently 
xeferred to in the medal by T. Simon, engraved Pl. XX VII. N' a. 
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597 of a Letter from: Mr. | Allvuine, Aſſay Maſter of the: 
| * to Mr. Combe 


OU inquire of me as a Mint officer for anecdotes of Thomas Simon, 
formerly engraver here; and I ſhould be very happy if it was in my 
power to oblige you and the publick: with any intereſting particulars of ſo 
famous an artiſt, But you know Simon flouriſhed chiefly when Oliver Crom- 
well was in poſſeſſion of the Mint; and we have reaſon to believe, that after 
the reſtoration of King Charles, the royaliſts zealouſly deſtroyed all records of 
the Uſurpation in our office, as the Uſurpers bad probably done before in 
reſpe to every mark of Regal authority; for we have no official journals in his 
Majeſty's mint of an earlier date than the year 1660: add to this, that the in- 
troduction of a new mode of buſineſs, under new officers, ſeems to have pro 
duced much difficulty and confuſion; whence out books, for. ſome years ſub- 
fequenrt to the above period, do not afford the information that might reaſon- 
ably be expected from them. The little intelligence we can furniſh is, how- - 
ever, copied for your uſe: To this is added, an account of all the work done 
by Simon for the Royal ſervice after the Reſtoration, from a manuſeript, 
ſaid to be his own hand-writing, which has come to my poſſeſſion through a 
ſucceſſion of mint engravers; and theſe, with a few obvious refleQions, are 
very much at your ſervice. 


Whatever diſpleaſure might have been conceived againſt” Mr. Simon, he 
muſt have been employed in the Mint immediately after the King's return; 
and his firſt buſineſs that of engraving Seals; for on the roth of Auguſt, 1660, 
a Royal warrant to the mint officers * requires that they ſhould caufe Thomas 
Symonds to draw and grave all neceſſary patterns, puncheons; and irons, with 
his Majeſties effigies, &c. for coining the new money; and on the 18th of the 
faid month, an order iſſued from the Treaſury t, complaining of delay on ac- 
count of Thomas Symonde's pretence of graving ſeals for Scotland and Ireland;

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and directing him to forbear other ſervices, until he had perfected all things 


for ſetting the Mint at work. This ſeems to have produced a compleat ſet of 
ſtamps or dyes for every ſpecies of hammered money both of gold and 
_Gilyer *. But on che 21ſt September, 1664, a Royal warrant , directed to 
Thomas Symonds, requires him again to lay, aſide all other other occaſions, and 
prepare puncheons, charges, and dyes, for the gold and ſilver coins, according 
to order of the 27th June preceding: which was, no doubt, to provide for 
the new intended coinage by the preſs or ſcrew, It dees not appear, how- 
ever, that Simon did more in this buſineſs than make neceſſary ſtamps or dyes 
for the unit or twenty ſhilling piece of gold, which we now call a-guinea 
and this ooſt the labour of nine or ten weeks to himſelf and aſſiſtants f. From 
hence we may compute the time required to grave and prepare matrices, 
puncheons, and dyes, for a compleat ſeries of Engliſh coins, in the manner 
neceſſarily practiſed at. the Mint. Indeed the taſk is not only long and labo- 
rious, but ſubject to various accidents and interruptions, wy to 964 ima- 
gined by perſons unacquainted with the buſineſs! 

This low progreſs of Mr. Simon muſt needs be very 8 to the 
preſſing decaſion of the publick ; eſpecially, when a general recoinage of the 
Common-wealth money was an agitation: and the zeal of our new mint officers 
might therefore produce ſome reprimand or .refletion, which men of Simon's 
genius ſeldom know hom to brook. Under theſe gircumſtances he might 
eaſily be led to treat his directors improperly, and they in return induced. to 


ſeek for other aſſiſtance. This probably introduced the Roctiers; as we do 


not meet with the names of thefe artiſts till after the date laſt- memioned. 
Whence, if they were employed in preference to Simon, it-ſhould ſeem only 
in expectation of greater diſpatch. However this might be, Thomas Symonds 
was direQed, by order of Council il, dated the 24th of January, 1881, to 
deliver up all tools and engines for coining then in bis cuſtody; and from 


that time we find no more directions to him on our books. 
T. Simon was chief. graver of the Mint for ſeals and medals; but * he 


delivered up his coining tools, we muſt ſuppoſe that branch of emolument was 


taken . him. This was probably the eee alluded to on 8 famous

continued in office, and actually reſident in the Mint, as he would ſcarcely

to work in the houſe of another officer, by agreement, which would not have © 
been the caſe, if the graver's appartments' had been vacant. T. Simon, by 
his own account“, was alſo employed ſome months, at the beginning of the 


year 1665, in altering ſtamps for the ſmall monies. But after this we can trace 


no more of him ; ſo that, as hath been conjectured, he probably died een 1 
that period.
